FEAR CANADA WILL 
~DIVERT HER TRADE 


Spéaker Before Chicago Association 
of Commerce Warns Middle 
West That Canada Will Gradu- 
ally Obtain Commercial Supre- 
omacy by Reason of Waterways. 


Chicago, Jan, 20.—The Clifeago As- 
sociation of Commerce, at its deep 
waterways luncheon yesterday, ad- 
miftistered a coating of lubricant t 
the ways on which the commerce of 
Chi¢ago and the Mississippi Valley i: 
to nip naturally down into the great 
water ways of the world. 

luncheon was arranged to sti- 
mivlate public interest in the propos 
ed ship canal from the great lakes to 
the Gulf of Mexico. The guests 0 
the association yesterday were leaders 
in the business and industrial life o 
St. Louis, headed by former Governor 
David R. Francis, who was also the 
chief speaker. 

Mr. Francis was inclined to take ¢ 
most optimistic view of the ship canal 
project, but he sounded a warning 
which his hearers felt to be oppor 
tune. He pointed out that’ Canade 
by foresight and study of traffic condi- 
tions is rapidly diverting the flow ot 
tonnage from Amefican ports by im 
proving her water ways, and declar 
edthat the supremacy of che United 
States commercially must inevitably 
be wrested from her if steps are not 
immediately taken to improve the in- 
land water ways. 

“Montreal is now much nearer the 
ports of Europe than New York,” he 
said, “and when the stream of mer

Canada is improving her water 
ways, and already shipping 1s begin 
ning to be diverted from the ports of 
the United States. This will ‘con- 
tinue indefinitely until our supremacy 
shall have been forfeited, unless Con- 
yress can be made to see the neces- 
sity of providing for an appropriation 
to care for the deepening of the Mis- 
sissippi River so that ships may past 
without shifting cargo from the great 
lakes to China or the ports of Europe 
I believe that this wi'l come, but we 
must rouse public interest and make 
the demand overwhelming.

These were Duke 
Robert of Wurtemburg, General Bar- 
on Von Der Goltz, commander of th 
aymy torps at Koeningsberg; Admiral 
Von Tirpitz, secretary of the admir- 
alty; Baron Von Rheinbeden, Prus- 
sian minister of state and finance; 
Baron Marshall Von Bieberstein, whe

The ceremonial was gorgeous, and 
took place in the chapel, a small but 
beautiful apartment of the royal cas 
tle at Berlin, The walls of this chap- 
el are emblazoned with the arms ot 
living. knights of the order, among 
whom are most of the sovereigns o! 
Europe, 

The knights in attendance to-day, 
among whom were five princes of the 
house of Hohenzollern and the rulers 
of the several minor German states, 
marehed-from the adjoining reception 
hall to the chapel clad in robes ol 
13th century design, They were pre- 
ceded by heralds wearing tabers and 
high plumed hats and trumpeters 
blowing fanfares, Each new knight 
knelt in tarn before the Emperor, who 
stood upon a dais in the chapel, and 
was struck three times lightly across 
the back with the sword in the hand 
of his majestv, who at the same time 
nronounced him a knight of the order.’
